INTRODUCTION 


huket is Thailand's largest island and is 

approximately the size of Singapore. Phuket 
nestles against the Indian Ocean coast some 870 
kilometres south of Bangkok. 


Phuket derives its wealth from tin and rubber, and 
has enjoyed a rich and colourful history. The island was 
on one of the main trade routes between India and 
China and was often mentioned in the ships’ logs of 
Indian, Arabian, Chinese and European traders. The 
Portuguese, French, Dutch and English traded with 
Phuket. Other visitors were less friendly. The island's 
most famous monument is the memorial statue of the 
heroines Thao Thep Kasattri and Thao Sisunthon who 
rallied islanders in 1785 to repel Burmese invaders. 


Phuket is blessed with magnificent coves and bays, 
and powdery, palm-fringed beaches. Sparkling island- 
dotted seas, sincerely hospitable people, comfortable 
accommodation, superb seafood, lushly forested 
mountains, lovely waterfalls and parks, and delightful 
turn-of-the-century Indo/Portuguese and Chinese- 
influenced architecture create an enchanting ambience 
perfectly suited to total relaxation. 


Indeed, Phuket is a major resort of international 
stature, possessing everything necessary for a truly 
memorable holiday. 


CLIMATE 


here are two seasons. The Rains Season from 
May through October, and the Hot Season from 
November through April. There are many sunny days 
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throughout the Rains Season for showers customarily last 
littel more than 2 or 3 hours. September is the wettest 
month. The best months are November through February. 
Year-round average temperatures range between 21'C 
and 34'C.

Phuket Town 


The compact provincial capital serves mainly as a 
dormitory and commercial and shopping centre. 
' Splendid colonial-style residences built by late 19th- 
century tin and rubber barons, and shophouses with 
shaded walkways, from the same period, provide 
distinctive character. 


Rang Hill offers a pleasant view of town while 
enjoying lunch or dinner, and hosts a Fitness Park, a 
series of hillside sculptural tableaux which enhance 
calisthenics. 


The Native Handicrafts Centre on Thepkasattri 
` Road has artisans weaving silk, manufacturing 
lacquerware, silverware, jewellery and parasols. A 
shopping arcade can ship goods abroad. 


The Thai Village on Thepkasattri Road is open 
every day. The village serves a typical southern Thai 
lunch. This is followed by a spectacular cultural show 
including Thai dances, swordfighting, Thai boxing, 
southern customs and elephants. Handicrafts are also 
on display. 


Island Attractions 


Phuket's glory is its magnificent coastline. 
Beaches range from gentle crescents of white sand with 
calm waters to rocky headlands pounded by raging surf. 
Secluded coves lie hidden among densely forested 

. headlands tumbling around white beaches. 





Phuket's Indian Ocean coastline boasts the finest 
beaches while the eastern coastline overlooks some 30 
lesser islands occupying largely tranquil seas. Islands 
vary greatly in size. Some are large enough to sustain 


fishing communities, coconut plantations, deer and wild * 


boar. Others are little larger than massive rocks. 
Others again resemble fortresses and are riddled with 
caves containing the birds' nests prized by gourmets. 


Counterclockwise from Phuket's northern tip, 
where the Sarasin bridge unites the island with the 
mainland, Phuket's major beaches, temples and 
botanical gardens are as follows: 


The pine-lined Mai Khao Beach (40 kilometres 
from town) is Phuket's longest beach. Each year, from 
November through February, gigantic sea turtles 
struggle ashore on Mai Khao Beach to lay their eggs. 


Nai Yang Beach, to the south (34 kilometres from 
town) forms part of a National Park. The tranquil 
surroundings are ideal for relaxation, picnics, 
swimming and snorkelling. 


Inland from Nai Yang Beach is Wat Phra Thong 
where a famous, partially buried Buddha is enshrined. 
According to local legend, a boy tethered his water 
buffalo to a post protruding from the ground. 
Subsequently, both boy and animal fell mysteriously 
sick. Suspicious villagers uncovered the post and 
discovered it was the decorative topknot of a buried 
golden Buddha. They were able to unearth only the 
upper half of the image, over which they built the 
present chapel. Burmese invaders attempted to remove 
the image in 1785 but failed when they were attacked by 
vicious hornets. 


Further east (20 kilometres from town), the 
22-square-kilometre Tone Sai Waterfall Forest Park and 
Khao Phra Thaeo Wildlife Park teem with various 
mammals, including bears, porcupines, gibbons and 
macaques, reptiles and lizards and over 100 bird species 
in an idyllic setting cooled by sonorous cascades. 


Further south, Pansea Bay, Surin Beach (24 
kilometres from town), Singh Cape and Kamala Beach 
unfold in rapid succession. A 9-hole golf course fronts 
Surin Beach where swimming is not recommended due 
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to powerful surf and a treacherous undertow. The 
northern end of Kamala Beach is suitable for 
swimming. 


Patong Beach (15 kilometres from town) is by far 
Phuket's most developed beach. Cabin and bungalow 
complexes, hotels, bars, nightclubs, discotheques, shops 
and restaurants front the 3-kilometre-long crescent bay. 
Windsurfing, snorkelling, sailing, swimming and 
sunbathing number among major beachside activities. 


Karon and Kata (20 and 17 kilometres respectively 
from town) are the next major beaches. Both are 
impressively long, largely peaceful and eminently 
suitable for swimming, snorkelling, sailing, windsurfing 
and sunbathing. 


Nearing Phuket's southernmost point, the white 
Nai Harn Beach (18 kilometres from town) fronts a 
shallow lagoon between stony headlands. Swimming, 
windsurfing, sailing and sunbathing number among 
popular activities. 


The nearby Phromthep Cape marks Phuket's 
southernmost point and is the perfect place from which 
to view spectacular sunsets. 


To the east, the palm-fringed Rawai Beach (17 
kilometres from town) hosts Phuket’s best known ‘sea 
gypsies', a nomadic minority believed to be of 
Melanesian descent. The “sea gypsies' derive their living 
from diving for oyster shells, tin ore and lobsters. 
Several offshore islands visible from Rawai Beach have 
gleaming white beaches, and dazzling underwater 
scenery that attracts dedicated fishermen and scuba 
divers. 


To the northeast, Chalong Bay (11 kilometres 
from town) extends in a broad sweep and has some of 
Phuket's best seafood restaurants. A few kilometres 
inland, Wat Chalong enshrines statues of Luang Pho 
Chaem and Luang Pho Chuang, Phuket's most revered 

. monks. 


On the southernmost tip of Phanwa Cape (7 
kilometres from town) is a Marine Biological Research 
Centre and Phuket's Aquarium where the public may 
inspect several hundred exotic, grotesque and 
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flamboyantly colourful marine species found mostly in 
Phuket's teeming waters. 


SPORTS 


part from jogging, tennis at major hotels 

and golf at Surin Beach, Phuket's major 
sporting opportunities are found at major beaches. 
They include: 


Windsurfing is available at all major beaches. 
Boards may be rented by the hour, half-day, full day or 
week. Tuition from expert Thai teachers is free. 


Sailing is available largely at Patong and Kata 
beaches. Toppers and dingies are available at Patong. 
Catamaran Hobie Cats and Top Cats are available at 
Kata. y 


Water Skiing is available at Patong on a half-hour 
or hourly basis. 


Deep Sea Fishing tours are available on a daily 
basis, making early morning departures and late 
afternoon returns, mostly to lesser islands to fish for red 
snappers, rainbow runners and other game fish. 


Swimming can be enjoyed all the year round and is 
mostly safe. Undertows can be problematic during the 
Rains Season. It is best to seek the advice of local 
people regarding swimming conditions. 


Snorkelling can be enjoyed in sheltered bays all 
around Phuket, and is particularly enjoyable at easily 
accessible reefs at Patong, Karon and kata beaches. 
Fins, mask and snorkel can be rented on a daily basis 
from shops all over the island. 


Scuba diving expeditions regularly leave Phuket 
for dives around offshore islands, and further afield, 
most particularly around the enduringly popular Phi 
Phi islands, some 3 hours east of Phuket, and the 
Similan islands, some 110 kilometres northwest of 
Phuket. Several dive shops concentrated in the Patong 
area have expatriate and  English-speaking dive 
instructors who offer inexpensive beginners's courses.

How to get to Phuket 

By Air 

Thai International operates daily jet flights between 
Bangkok and Phuket. There are further domestic 
connections with Surat Thani and Hat Yai. Phuket has 
international connections with Penang, Kuala Lumpur, 
Singapore and Hong Kong. Reservations for domestic 
flights may be made in Bangkok by telephoning 
280-0070 and 280-0080. Reservations in Phuket may be 
made at 211-195 and 212-946 (domestic) and 212-400 
and 212-855 (international). 

By Bus 

Government-operated buses regularly make the 14-hours 
journey between Bangkok and Phuket from the Southern 
Bus Terminal on Charansanitwongse Road, Tel: 411-4978-9 
(air-conditioned) and 411-0511 (regular). 

By Rail 

There is no rail service to Phuket. The nearest 
railway stations are at Surat Thani (6 hours northeast 
by road, 25 minutes by air) and Hat Yai (8 hours 
southeast by road, 20 minutes by air). 





Transportation within town 
Small minibuses known as “Tuk tuks' cost 5 baht per 
person per trip anywhere within town. 


Bus services to different beaches 

Buses to local beaches leave from the market on Ranong 
Road every 30 minutes between 8.00 AM and 6.00 PM 
every day. Fares to Patong, Kamala, Sarasin, Kata, 
Karon, Ao Makham and Surin are 10 baht per person 
per trip. Ko Siray is 8 baht and Nai Yang 15 baht. 
Buses to Laem Ka, Rawai and Nai Harn leave from the 
circle on Bangkok Road at similar intervals. Fares to 
Laem Ka and Rawai are 10 baht and to Nai Harn 20 
baht. 


*Tuk tuks' may also be hired from town to go to any of 
the beaches. Fares must be negotiated before each trip. 


From town to the airport i 
Local buses leave from the Ranong Road market 
between 9.00 and 11.00 AM. The fare is 15 baht. 


Limousines leave the Thai Airways International Office 
opposite the Ranong Road market according to flight 
schedules. The fare is 50 baht per person.

MAJOR EVENTS & FESTIVALS 


Chinese Vegetarian Festival 


Each year, beginning on the first day of the ninth 
month of the Chinese year (usually late September or 
early October) Phuket islanders of Chinese ancestry 
commit themselves to a nine-day vegetarian diet. The 
regimen is undertaken in the belief that the body and 
spirit will be purified, that participants will gain great 
merit, and that the subsequent year will be trouble-free. 
The festival's first day is marked by a parade of white- 
clothed devotees and several ascetic displays, including 
fire-walking, ascending sharp-bladed ladders and 
pushing iron rods through various parts of the body. 


huket's gift shops stock popular handicrafts 

from all over Thailand, southern batiks and 
local products such as hand-crafted coral and shell 
ornamentation. 





Cultured pearls are popular purchases. For these, 
it is necessary to visit the Naga Pear! Island and 
purchase at source. A boat leaves Ao Po on the east 
coast every day at 10.30 AM. For 150 baht, including 
lunch, the visitor may see a cultured pearl 
demonstration, have lunch, swim or snorkel, and shop 
at the pearl farm's own emporium where Japanese 
professionals grade pearls.

DINING 


huket's seafood is probably the best in 

Thailand, and is prepared in a variety of 
succulent styles. Standard western fare is found in 
major hotels and coffee shops. Thai, Chinese and 
Islamic food is available islandwide. Southern Thai 
food can be spicy hot, but local specialities such as spicy 
mango salads are well worth sampling. Tropical fruits 
abound, particularly local pineapples and coconuts. 


Island specialities the visitor may enjoy include: 


Khanom Jeen (Thai rice noodles) eaten with a 
curry sauce made from minced fish or shrimps, and 
fresh or pickled vegetables. 


Mee Hokkian or Mee Hun (Amoy noodles) fried 
with shrimps, pork, shellfish and green cabbage. 


Mee Sapam (originating in Sapan Village) which 
are noodles with seafood and gravy. 


Ho Mok is a curried fish or seafood dish with 
coconut milk steamed inside a banana leaf cup. 


Nam Prik Kung Siap is a hot fermented shrimp 
paste with sweetened crisp shrimps dip eaten with fresh 
and steamed vegetables.

NEIGHBOURING PROVINCES 


huket is a convenient place from which to 
visit attractions in the neighbouring provinces 
of Phangnga and Krabi. 


Phangnga's major attraction is the earily 
beautiful Phangnga Bay which has been featured in 
several Thai and international movies, most notably the 
007 adventure, The Man With The Golden Gun. 


Verdant limestone islands, honeycombed with 
caves and aquatic grottoes, soar perpendicularly, some 
nearly 300 metres high, from almost perpetually calm 
waters. The bay's many moods range from early 
morning when mists evoke masterful Chinese paintings 
to spectacularly colourful sunsets. 


Few islands are inhabited and except for an 
occasional fishing village, the bay is largely untouched 
by human hand. Visitors are awed by the bay's silent, 
primeval atmosphere which has remained constant for 
untold centuries. 


Major attractions include Khian Mount, named 
after some prehistoric cliff paintings, Panyi Isle, site of 
a stilted Muslim fishing village, Nom Sao Isle, Thalu 
Isle, Khao Phing Kan Isle (James Bond Island), Tapu 
Isle, Ma Chu Mount and Lot Cave. 
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Phangnga Bay can be reached from Phuket by a 
90-minute, 75-kilometre coach ride, or by direct boat 
trips from Phuket's Makham Bay and Naga Noi Island, 
or by chartered boat from Chalong and Rawai beaches. 


Some 110 kilometres northwest of Phuket lie the 
Similan islands. The nine-island cluster offers some of 
the world's best scuba diving. The unihabited islands 
are characterised by dazzling white beaches, clear water, 
huge rock formations and jungle-covered hills. 
Underwater visibility at the Similan island ranges from 
30 to 40 metres and underwater universes teem with 
colourful coral fish, white tip sharks, snappers, turtles, 
rays, tuna, barracuda and other marine life. 


Dive boats generally take 10 hours to reach the 
Similan islands from Phuket, though a fast boat 
(3 hours and 15 minutes one way) day-trip is available 
from Patong Beach. 


Krabi's major attractions are the beautiful Phi Phi 
islands, Phi Phi Don and Phi Phi Le, which can be visited 
either from Phuket or Krabi's provincial capital in a 
boat ride of some 3 hours. The boat trip from Krabi is 
less expensive and slightly shorter. 


Phi Phi Don is gently undulating with many 
beautiful beaches and viewpoints. Phi Phí Le is mainly 
rocky with towering cliffs and birds' nest caves. 
Underwater scenery around Phi Phi Le is remarkably 
beautiful. Crystal clear waters and a relatively shallow 
seabed offer unique sights of coral reefs and enchanting 
marine life. 


Phi Phi islands are best visited in November, 
December and January when seas are calm and at their 
clearest. 


Other Krabi attractions, less than 30 minutes from 
the provincial capital, are the beautiful Nopparat Beach, 
and Susan Hoi, a 75,000,000-year-old shell cemetery 
where fossilised shells form tiered, concretelike slabs. 
Susan Hoi is one of the world's only three such shell 
cemeteries.
